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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . A response has been filed on February 14, 2002 (paper no. 4). 

2. Claims under examination are 1-10. 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 



4. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over A^L^wvAep 
et al (USP 4549931) in view o^^^S ("structure of.Azetidinium funcitonality 5 0 ? ®l(USP 
5911818) and^^^USP 5395571). 

^-The rejection is incorporated here by reference fro prior office action paper no. 3. 

5. Applicant's arguments filed February 14, 2002 (paper no. 4) have been fully considered 
but they are not persuasive. . 

On page 3, paragraph 3, of above paper, the applicant contends that the instant invention 
contains no mica required by Adamowiez. This argument is not persuasive because instant 
claims, due to 'comprising" are open-ended and they fail to exclude additional moieties taught by 
prior art. 

Applicant's argument that "Adamowiez doe$hot suggest (claimed) light weight 
aggregate", is not persuasive because patentee in col. 7, lines 15-19 does mention agglomerates 
which can be considered as light weight ones. 

Applicant's comments on Simons are also not persuasive. Symons uses 
carboxymethylcellulose where it functions as a thickener and thereby reduces time of setting. 
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Applicant's arguments thus are not convincing to obviate the rejection as set forth earlier
